the heroic efforts of two colored boys, 
H arry Mason and T aylor Kees. W hen 
the flood was a t its heig h t the ball 
ground and the Aten field adjoining 
w ere lait ii completely u n d er 
w ater. 
T h e cold sn ap th a t followed caused 
ice to form over both lots and y**s- 
terday m orning th e sk atin g over th e 
hollow was fine. 
T he excellent stretch of ice attrac ted 
a large num ber of skaters, and prob­ 
ably half a hundred m en and boys 
w e re out nearly all day. 
During th e 
afternoon 
Mason, D rake 
and 
Kees 
w ere sk atin g n ear th e fence which 
divided the two fields when D rak e ami 
M ason broke through the thin ice and 
w en t dow n into probably five feet of 
icy water. 
Drake, from some cause, becam e un­ 
conscious a t once, aud K ees, w ho was 
a little iii tile background, yelled for 
Mason to keep bis head above w ater 
until lie could rescue them lo th . D rak e 
was grabbed by young M ason just as 
he was going down for th** last time, 
and he was kept afloat until Keen tore 
a board from th** fence and assisted 
both boys to Hie shore. 
D rake was still unconscious, and the 
bystanders thought he w as dead. How 
ever, Keen and the o th ers of the party 
dragged him about on the ice and a f­ 
ter rubbing Ii im with all th eir might. 
he finally showed signs o f conscious­ 
ness.

inquire w hether the consignee obtain 
cd his title from one or several own 
ers; and lf It accords tho carload rate 
In case the assignee Is the owner, fall 
lire on its part to extend 
the

privilege when the consignee is the 
owner, violate section one, two and 
three of (hi- act to regulate commerce. 
Tho rule in defendants’ classification 
covering the application 
of 
carload 
rates to carload lots should Ire so mod­ 
ified as to accord the sam e rating to 
consignor and consignee when the con 
rijtion of ow nership after the property 
Is delivered to the carrier Is the sam e."

FOR THE EAST ERD 


The Service Will Be Established Feb­ 
ruary 1 With George A. 
Smith aa Carrier. 
Postmaster W. H. Buries has re­ 
ceived word from tho postoffice de­ 
partment at Washington that free de 
livery will be established in the East 
End February I. 
The postmaster is 
authorized to employ one additional 
carrier to be assigned to Station A and 
serve all residents of that section who 
have complied with the requirements 
regarding good sidewalks, street lights, 
house numbers and names of streets 
posted at intersections. 
The inspector recommended that the 
occupants of the houses in Edgewood 
addition opposite the 
free delivery 
limit be notified to erect boxes on the 
itreet at the foot of the steps leading 
to their residences, and that if this 
is done the carrier will be instructed 
to deposit their mail in said boxes, 
but that an additional carrier cannot 
be granted for this addition at this 
time.

Pittsburg, Jan. 26.—The Harwick 
mine of the Allegheny Coal company 
was the most complete in the Free 
port district. 
The mine was located 
by Selwyn M. Taylor, the mining en­ 
gineer of Pittsburg, and all plans for 
the underground 
work 
and 
power 
equipment were designed by him. The 
company was organized about throe 
years ago by Cleveland 
capitalists, 
when 6,000 acres of coal lands were 
purchased near Cheswick. 
It haa a 
capacity of about BOO tons per day 
and employe* over 200 men. 
The coal is reached by a shaft 
12x14 feet, which is sunk perpondic 
ularly a distance of 224 feet. 
About 
IOO feet of this shaft is below tho 
level of the Allegheny river. The two 
Freeport veins meet here. 
Each of the entries is about 1,800 
feet in length, and these and the nu 
merou8 rooms are supplied with ah* 
and kept drained of gas by powerful 
fans driven by compressed air. 
E t 
trance to the mine is made by meant 
of large cages, which are hoisted by 
two engines. Directly above the shaft 
Is the tipple, which Is said to be one 
of the finest ever built. 
It Is mad.* 
entirely of steel. 
No electricity wa* 
employed about tho property, 
The mine was opened in May, 1902, 
and has been operating continuously 
ever since. Several regular Investiga­ 
tions by tho mine inspectors have 
shown tho presence of small quanti­ 
ties of gas, but never to a dangerous 
extent. 
No explosions of any cons® 
quence have occurred there. 
The power plant Is located In a val­ 
ley, being clustered about the shaft, 
while opposite, and removed some dis 
tance, Is Harwick village, where the 
miners live. On one side of the shaft 
site are the engine and boller houses, 
while on the other Is the lamp room. 
None of those structures was dam­ 
aged, with the exception of the air 
compressor building.

The force of tho explosion also 
wrecked the steel tipple and weigli 
house. 
The hoisting apparatus was 
damaged, but by cutting through th-* 
wall of the engine house a temporary 
rope was rigged up which connect«J 
with a crane.

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T here is an ever growing fancy, par 
Ucularly in the fem inine world, for the 
collection of quaint and curious pieces 
of chinaw are of both old and modern 
m anufacture. One does not have to he 
a collector of porcelain in the teehni 
cal acceptation of the term to enjoy the 
search after and possession of a cart 
and beautiful hit of ceram ic art, says 
the W ashington Star. 
But. of course 
to the connoisseur belong the exquisite 
joy of coming upon a curious or long 
sought "find.” 
Collectors of old china, like collec 
tors of many other things, are often 
m isunderstood by those who are not 
initiated into the m ysteries of the sub­ 
ject. 
A lover of one artistic edit does 
not often appreciate the enthusiasm 
of a savant in another. 
One would 
im agine th a t a fellow feeling would 
make the artistic world akin, but a 
patron of pictorial a rt who will give 
a fortune for a noted canvas laughs 
to scorn a H ollander who leaves a tulip 
bulb to his heirs as a fortune. 
I suppose this Is the spirit of the 
true, collector, but thrice blessed are 
they who combine a love of nature 
with a love o f art. 
Though th e p otter’s art has been 
termed humble, it is through his won 
(lerful handiw ork that we have had he 
queathed to us alm ost perfect m em or­ 
ials of the ages th at are gone by. 
Great em pires have crum bled and fal­ 
len, but the im perishable little pieces 
of pottery are left to mark the era of 
their creation. 
Not only do these fro 
gile exam ples rem ain intact, but the 
wheel upon which modern pottery is 
fashioned is nearly identical with th at 
used by Egyptian w orkers in the time 
of Pharoah. 
For centuries the a rt of pottery was 
lost to Europeans, and the Chinese 
alone Hold this Im portant secret. These 
O rientals persistently refused to di­ 
vulge the knowledge of its m anufac­ 
ture, and would declare th at 
their 
chinaw are was m ade of eggshells and 
sand buried a century underground be­ 
fore being used. T here is a tragic story 
in this connection. 
A certain iw»tter 
named Pa usa was ordered to m ake a 
porcelains are rapidly returning to pop- 
peration, not being able to comply w ith 
the royal demand, he leaped Into the 
fiery furnace where the composition 
was baking. 
Im m ediately the clay ab* 
sorbed his blood, becam e plastic anil 
d ear, and his sons by this means 
were enabled to carry out the em per­ 
or's command. 
C hinese ming, cloisonne, uuiikiu aud 
the sem i-eggshell varieties of china­ 
w are have always been prized, aud 
now comes the news that all C hinese 
porcelains ore rapidly returning to pop- 
ular favor. 
They have consequently 
enormously increased iii value. 
Iii the 
eighteenth century court ladles were 
satirized as caring more for th eir Chi­ 
nese m onsters titan for their husbands. 
and in this age some of us have had 
trying tim es In living up to the tre a s­ 
ured heirloom of a blue teapot. 
Many 
pieces of Chinese porcelain carry no 
m ark, being m ade for imiicrial use 
alone, aud when there are distinctive 
s|gns many. of these are forged. 
Still 
hfantifui old pieces of Chinese porce­ 
lain carry no mark. easily procured. 
JXI ft china lh often m istaken for Hie 
flinger ward, which It Somewhat re­ 
sembles. Old delft, which, by the way,

W ashington, 
Jan. 
26. — Secretary 
Root, after m any m onths’ considera­ 
tion of the subject, 
has 
decided a 
question Involving several m illion dol­ 
l a r s grow ing out of the application 
to oblige 
th e 
elevation of the nix 
bridges over th e Allegheny river con­ 
necting P ittsburg and Allegheny City. 
Tho secretary denied these applica­ 
tions. 
In his decision the secretary 
points out th at to grant tho applica­ 
tions would Involve the practical re­ 
building of som e of tho bridges, an 
extensive change of street grades and 
serious injury to improved real es 
tate near the river, and that the whole 
would cost several million dollars. 
The bridges, he says, for only a few 
days In the year at the time of high 
water, offer obstruction to the vast 
and important traffic now carried on 
Tile elevation of the bridges w as re 
quested In th e Interest of the large 
schem e of im provem ent of the Allo 
gheny so as to afford slack water navi 
gallon to th e great M ississippi and 
Ohio river steam ers as far up the 
river as Olean, N. Y.

Pittsburg Need Not Be Raised. 
W ashington, 
Jan. 
26. — Secretary 
Root, after m any m onths’ considera­ 
tion of the subject, 
has 
decided a 
question Involving several million dol­ 
l a r s grow ing out of the application 
to oblige 
tho 
elevation of tho nit 
bridges over tho Allegheny river con­ 
necting Pittsburg and Allegheny City. 
The secretary denied these applica­ 
tions. 
In his decision tho secretary 
points out th at to grant tho applica­ 
tions would involve the practical re­ 
building of som e of the bridges, an 
extensive change of street grades and 
serious injury to improved real es­ 
tate near the river, and that the whole 
would cost several m illion dollars. 
The bridges, he says, for only a few 
days in the year at the tim e of high 
water, offer obstruction to the vast 
and important traffic now carried on. 
The elevation of the bridges was re­ 
quested in the Interest of the lar<xe 
schem e of im provem ent of the A lle­ 
gheny so as to afford slack water navi­ 
gation to the great M ississippi and 
Ohio river steam ers as far up the 
river as Olean, N. Y.

C H E SW IC K , Jan. 26.—The body of 
8elwyn M. Taylor was brought to the 
surface at 2:25 a. rn. 
He had evi­ 
dently been dead several hours. 


Cheswick, Pa., Jan. 26.—By an ex­ 
plosion in the Harwick mine of the 
Allegheny Coal 
company, 16 miles 
from Pittsburg, Western Pennsylva­ 
nia promises to add one of the great­ 
est tragedies of years to the already 
long list of mine fatalities. Even the 
officials of the Allegheny Coal com­ 
pany, the owners of the mine, do not 
know at this time the number of mea 
still entombed in the chambers of the 
mine 220 feet below the surface, but a 
conservative estimate places the num­ 
ber at 184. 
Even 
General 
Manager 
George 
Sobuetz of the coal company, who is 
in charge of the mine, gives little 
hope that many of the men will be 
brought to the surface. The first ray 
of hope that any of the men had es­ 
caped the tremendous concussion of 
the explosion came at six o’clock last 
night when Adolph Gunia was brought 
to the surface still living. 
From all that can be gathered at 
this hour between 180 and 190 men 
are lying dead in the headings and 
passageways of the Harwick mine cf 
the Allegheny Coal company. 
Cage 
after cage has gone down into the 
mine and rome up again but the only 
minor of all those that went down to 
w-ork has been broght to the surface. 
The rescued miner is Adolph Gunia, 
and he is still in a semi-conscious con­ 
dition at the temporary hospital at 
the rude schoolhouse on tho hillside 
above the mine. 
In addition to the miners who were 
at work when the explosion occurred, 
It Is now believed by practically all of 
the men of the rescue party who have 
come up the 220 foot vertical shaft 
for a warming and a breathing spell, 
that Selwyn M. Taylor, the Pittsburg 
mining engineer who plotted the mine 
and who was the first to reach the 
bottom after the explosion, Is now 
among the list of dead. 
The explosion occurred at 8:20 in 
the forenoon and the first warning was 
the sudden rumble underground, then 
a sheet of flame followed up the deep 
shaft. 
Both mine cages were hurled 
through the tipple, 20 feet above the 
landing stage and the three men on 
the tipple were thrown to the ground 
A mule was hurled high above the 
shaft and fell dead on the ground. The 
injured men were taken at once to 
Pittsburg. 
The rumble of the explosion and the 
crash at the pit mouth strafed tbs 
little village and the wives and chil­ 
dren of the men below rushed to the 
scene of the disaster. 
There was no 
way to get into the deep workings. 
The cages that let the men into the 
mines and brought them out aga’n 
when the days work was done were 
both demolished. 
Ail day long there was a jam of 
about the 
mouth of the pit and 
there wore calls for assistance and 
for surgical aid from the men 
in 
charge of the mine, but it was not un’ 
til 4 o’clock in the afternoon that the 
first attempt at rescue was made. 
This was a failure, as the two men 
who volunteered were driven back by 
the foul air. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock Selwyn M. 
Taylor and one of his assistants Sig­ 
naled for the engineer to lower them 
into the shaft. 
Taylor is still down 
there. Three times efforts have been 
made to reach him. but so far with­ 
out avail. 
Thomas Wood, one of the 
first of the rescue party hauled to the 
surface, told his story of his trip 
through the mine. 
He said: 
“I was with Taylor and we clamber­ 
ed over three or four falls. 
Taylor 
laid out the mine and seemed to know 
the way. There was one man alive at 
the foot of the shaft. Ho was sent up 
and then we took the mule path Into 
the couth level. 
We saw two man 
who were alive and notified those 
back of us and then went on. 
We 
passed the third, fourth and fifth head­ 
ings and then through an overdrift 
Into the air shaft. 
I began to fee. 
disry and sick and then I saw laving 


stagger and faTT TI is lantern Tell. 
We tried to lift him up, but could not 
carry him. and I made my own wa» 
to safety.” 
F. W. Cunningham, the mine inspec­ 
tor of the Fourteenth district, reach! d 
Harwick at 7:30 p. rn. He said: 
\ 
“I went to Greensburg to inspect a 
mine and when I reached home I found 
a bunch of telegrams telling me of 
this disaster. The mine was inspect­ 
ed, I think, about the 1st of December. 
There was some gas in it then, but I 
never considered the mine dangerous.’’ 
The last Inspection blank hanging 
on the nail in the mine company’s of­ 
fice is dated July 17, 1903, but it is 
evident that a later report has been 
torn off. 
Among the rescue party 
now in the mine, in addition to Inspec­ 
tor Cunningham, are Jac k M cCann, 
Bob North, Robert Carney, 
Henry 
Becker, Robert Gibson and William 
Walkenerst. 
An addition?! party of 
20 has just gone down. 
Three 
of 
the 
rescuers, 
Becker, 
Smith and Walkenerst, when they re 
turned to the surface declared thct 
all In the mine outside of the rescue 
party are dead, including Taylor, the 
engineer. 
Manager Schuetz has telegraphed 
ot Chief Mine Inspector Roderick at 
Harrisburg as follows: 
"Two outside 
men dead of injuries. But one brought 
out of shaft who is still living. 
Res­ 
cuing party in mine, including Mine 
Inspector Cunningham, who will ad­ 
vise later.” 
H. F. Hutchinson, who gave out the 
lamps to the miners before they went 
to ivork in the pit. said: 
"At 7:15 o’clock, the time when 
every one is supposed to be at w ork 
at the mine, I had given out between 
180 and 190 lamps. 
That was one 
lamp to a man.” 
"Did any of these lamps come back?” 
"Not one.” 
There is a light in every cottage in 
the little hamlet above the pit mouth. 
There is still a crowd about the mouth 
of the shaft, but it will probably be 
hours before the full extent of the 
catastrophe is known. 
The first attempt at rescue was 
made at 4 o’clock by Robert North 
and Jack McCann, one of the en­ 
gineers employed 
by the company, 
who tried to get into the mine by way 
of the stairs through the air shaft. 
They managed to grope their wav 
some distance, but were finally driven 
back by the foul air. 
The main shaft into the mine, 220 
feet deep, w as made useless by the 
explosion, which hurled both cages, 
one of which was within 30 feet of the 
bottom of the shaft, through the tip­ 
ple, 30 feet above the surface. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock a temporary 
rigging had been put in place over the 
mouth of the main shaft and a small 
bucket capable of carrying three mon 
fastened to the tackle. 
The first try 
with the new rig was made by Selwyn 
M. Taylor, the mining engineer, who 
had been aummoned from Pittsburg, 
and an assistant. J. M. Rayburn. 
A crowd of anxious men and women 
were gathered at the pit mouth as the 
two men were lowered into the black 
shaft on the work of rescue. 
Slowly 
the rope on the big drums of the en­ 
gine began to unroll aud the two en­ 
gineers disappeared. 
Still there was no sound from the 
depths below except tho occasional 
shout from the men In the bucket to 
stop while they tested the air. 
Th^n 
the cage reached the bottom. 
There 
was a silence of full 40 minutes and 
then came the summons to haul nu 
slowly. 
When the cage reached the 
top Rayburn was there and with him 
was Adolph Gunia, still alive, bu* 
gasping for breath and evidently seri­ 
ously injured. 
Again the cage went down into the 
darkness, and this time it carried with 
it E. Taylor, an assistant of Selwyn 
Taylor, and also Robert North and 
J. McCann, who had made the first 
attempt. 
There was also a call for volunteers 
to aid In the work of rescue and a 
call for hammers, nails and brattice 
cloths to enable the rescuers to brat­ 
tice up the headings so that they can 
grope their way back to where the 
men were at work.

a fter cage has gone down into the 
mine and come up again but. the only 
m iner of all those th at w ent down lo 
work has been broght to the surface. 
The rescued m iner is Adolph Gunia, 
and he is still in a semi-conscious con­ 
dition at the tem porary hospital at 
the rude schoolhouse on tho hillside 
above the mine. 
In addition to the miners who were 
at work when the explosion occurred, 
It is now believed by practically all of 
the men of the rescue party who have 
come up the 220 foot vertical shaft 
for a w arm ing and a breathing spell, 
that Selwyn M. Taylor, the Pittsburg 
mining engineer who plotted the mine 
and who w as the first to reach the 
bottom afte r the explosion, is now 
am ong the list of dead. 
T h e explosion occurred at 8:20 in 
the forenoon and the first warning was 
the sudden rum ble underground, then 
a sheet of flame followed up the deep 
shaft. 
Both mine cages were hurled 
through the tipple, 20 feet above the 
landing stage and the th ree men on 
the tipple w ere thrown to the ground 
A mule w as hurled high above the 
shaft and fell dead on the ground. The 
I injured men were taken a t once to 
Pittsburg. 
T he rumble of the explosion and the 
crash at th e pit mouth s tr a f e d the 
little village and the wives and chil­ 
dren of the men b e l o w rushed to the 
scene of th e disaster. 
T here was no 
way to get into the deep workings. 
T he cages th a t let the men into the 
m ines and brought them out again 
w hen the days work was done were 
both demolished. 
All clay long th ere was a jam of

th ere wore calls for assistance a n i 
for surgical aid from

charge of the mine, but it was not u n ­ 
til 4 o’clock in the afternoon that the 
first attem p t at rescue was made.

Taylor and one of his assistants sig­ 
naled for the engineer to lower them 
into the shaft. 
T aylor is still down 
there. 
T hree tim es efforts have been 
m ade to reach him. but so far with­ 
out avail.
